He Passes Away Suddenly at His 


Home in Ventura.

Vandever died al his residence in this 
city of heart disease on Sunday after- 
noon, aged 7t> yearn.

congress from Irnvn in 18'ift, re-elected 
in IfitiO, and resigned his peat to take 
charge of the Ninth I own volunteer?, 
lie was promoted lo brigadier general 
in 1S<>-' and was afterwards breveted 
major general.

;i being carried lo (he eastern markets 
re exorbitant, they having been estate 
sln-d when our raisins were worth [rom 
to 10 cents per pound as packed goods 
.o.b. California, making them hring 
om 3 toti1.; cents in the sweat boxes at 


The decline in the last three years has 
iaced our raisins from B|.j to It cents in 
veal boxes, and packed goods from :! 
if)cents f.oib. 
The rule having been with the South- 
•n Pacilic Uni I road Company lo ar- 
ange the price of freighl on commodi- 
ies according to their selling value in 
.he market; thus when freight on al- 
alfa Keed was; $20 per ton wheat was $5 
>cr ton. 


Alfalfa seed, bringing five or six times 
s imich as wheat, paid four times as 
iiuch freight. 
Now with this rule as a 


guide, after the material change in de- 


'reciations in price that seems to have 
lome permanently upon the raisin hi- 
lustry, we believe'by a proper showing 
,o the Southern Pacilic Railroad Com- 


my that a fair reduction could be BC- 
ired for the carrying of our goods to 
larkel. 
Next, wages for harvesting our pro-

ins, when our Chinese und other help 
demanded about one-third more for their 
day's work in picking grapes than for 
otfier kind of farm work, even when the 
hours were longer and the days warmer. 


Tlie time has come when raisins bring 


only half their former price and help is 
abundant in the state for every purpose 
of harvesting, yet (here has been 
material change in wages. 
So that 


there is great inequality and hardship 
upon the growers in this respect. 


Another unfortunate outlook that we 


are called upon lo consider is that the 
administration and congress in the near 
future may materially change the tariff 
conditions 
for Spanish raisins, thus 


placing us more directly in conflict with
